plan. As agency member Larry 
Damon said at Monday’s meet- 
ing: “I want to know that we are 
without alternatives” to the cur- 
rent developer's plans. 


Despite pleas from some of 
the standing-room-only crowd 
for a more innovative plaza 
plan, the principal owners and 
developers of the plaza called 
themselves “meat and potatoes 
kind of guys” and advocated 
what they called “contemporary 
retail design” for the sagging 
shopping center. 

Their plan, according to their 
spokesman, would require no 
money from the Redevelopment 
Agency or the city and would 
produce an annual $445,000 in 
new sales tax revenue for the 


city. — 
“This plan works for us,” said 


George Ray, director of real 
estate for American Stores 
Properties Inc., the corporate 
parent of Lucky Stores and part 
of the team developing the 
plaza. 


Both Ray and Dorian Bilak, 
vice president of the El Cerrito 
Plaza Company, presented their 
latest plan to the agency and 
the public. Their “contemporary 
retail” design calls for more 
landscaping and remodeling at 
the plaza, but it includes no 
large department store and is 
dominated by a 68,000 square 
foot Lucky-Savon grocery/drug 
store abutting the Ohlone 
Greenway. 


It does provide for three new 
mid-size retail stores of 20,000 
to 23,000 square feet each. Ray 
said his group has no interest in 
“intensifying the development”

Hills Newspapers, the news- 
paper group that includes The 
Journal, has been acquired by 
Knight Ridder Inc., the corpo- 
rate parent of Contra Costa 
Newspapers, the three compa- 
nies announced yesterday. 

“We are extremely pleased to 
have Hills Newspapers in our 
family,” said George Riggs, 
president and publisher of 
CCN, which publishes the Con- 
tra Costa Times and 11 associ- 
ated daily and weekly newspa- 
pers. 

“This is a positive opportu- 
nity for the community, our 
employees and our advertisers,” 
the sellers, W.A. “Chip” Brown 
and Mary Brown, said in a 
statement. “We are confident 
these papers will be taken to 
the next level to provide the 
communities we serve with top- 
level news coverage and 
improved advertiser reach.” 

The purchase of Hills by 
CCN represents “a great demo- 
graphic fit” for both companies’ 
advertisers, said the Browns. 


5 papers in Hills group 
The Browns entered the 
newspaper business in 


Alameda County when they 
acquired the Montclarion in 
Oakland in 1977. 

Over a period of 16 years, 
the Browns expanded their 
holdings to include, in addition 
to the twice-weekly Montclar- 
ion, the twice-weekly Alameda 
Journal and the once-weekly 
Berkeley Voice, the Piedmonter 
in Piedmont and the Journal, 
which serves the communities 
of Albany, El Cerrito and Kens- 
ington. 

The newspapers have a total 
circulation of nearly 90,000, 
according to Verified Audit Cir- 
culation (VAC), the national 
company that specializes in 
non-daily circulation audits. 

Hills, with offices in the Oak- 
land, Richmond and Alameda, 
has 90 employees. The newspa- 
pers are printed on CCN 
presses in Walnut Creek under 
an arrangement that began in 
1986. 

“We have had a long working 
relationship with the Browns,” 
said Riggs, “and we look for- 
ward to the privilege of continu- 
ing the outstanding tradition of 
community journalism they 
have established.” 


The acquisition also includes 
Family Fair, an advertising- 
only weekly publication that 
has 30,000 circulation in West 
Contra Costa County from 
Richmond north to Crockett.

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Sustainability and commercial development: Are they compatihj 


El Cerrito Planning 
Commission hears 
a presentation on 
sustainable growth

EL CERRITO—At last 
week’s Planning Commission 
meeting, nearly 50 people 
showed up to consider how to 
make El Cerrito and the Bay 
Area greener, cleaner and more 
sustainable. 

Decrying the loss of open 
space and “green lands,” the 
deterioration of city neighbor- 
hoods and a society “increas- 
ingly auto-dependent,” David 
Early, of the Oakland-based 
non-profit group Urban Ecology, 
talked about his group’s “Blue- 
print for a Sustainable Bay 
Area.” 

“Blueprint for a Sustainable 
Bay Area,” which won an 
award-in 1996, discusses how to 
achieve its vision of a cleaner, 
greener, healthier and less con- 
gested region with less subur- 
ban sprawl. 

“We see ourselves confronted 
by a series of crises,” Early told 
the audience at the Senior Cen- 
ter July 29. Citing increasing 
traffic, impersonal “big bcx” 
retail stores, endless housing 


subdivisions and inner-city rot, 
Early said our current ways of 
living aren’t good and aren’t 
sustainable. 

He noted that the Bay Area 
is a large and diverse region; its 
nine counties exceed the state of 
Massachusetts in both land 
area and population. And he 
said that sustainable existence 
consists of living within our 
environmental means and not 
using up resources at such a 
high rate. 

“It’s about continuing with- 
out diminishing,” Early said, 
adding that we should strive to 
live in ways that will support 
and maintain our desired qual- 
ity of life. 

While saying that the auto- 
mobile is not “bad,” Early said 
one goal of his group is to give 
people more transportation 
choices. He said people need to 
have the option of bike lanes 
and efficient public transit, of 
shared cooperative homes and 
attractive urban neighborhoods. 
Bicycling to work, he said, 
should be a “viable choice of 
commuting.” 

Instead of developing outly- 
ing open spaces, Early said 
inner-city and other urban 
areas should be redeveloped 
and revitalized. He talked about 
urban growth boundaries and 
how smaller locai businesses

and is not going to do things 
like build housing at the plaza. 

The owner/developer team 
also presented at the agency 
meeting and to smaller groups 
last week another site plan they 
called the “Gottschalks configu- 
ration.” It includes a 100,000- 
square-foot department store 
and a two-story parking garage 
in the northwest corner. But 
this plan, according to a devel- 
opment consultant retained by 
the development team, would 
require up to $7.9 million in 
public money. On the other 
hand, it could generate an extra 
$440,000 per year in sales tax 
revenue for El Cerrito.

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Many in the audience 
seemed to agree with Brad Caf- 
tel, who urged the developers to 
be more creative in their plan- 
ning. “If you design it well, they 
will come — and shop,” he said. 

Caftel said that when most 
people think of El Cerrito, they 
think of the plaza. “We do not 
want our image to be a strip 
mall,” he told the agency and 
the developers. 

But former El Cerrito Mayor 
Marge Collins probably spoke 
for many in the community 
when she said of the depart- 
ment store plan: “The bottom 
line is, Can we afford it?” 

Collins said she is willing to 
defer to the development team’s 
expertise and that it is time to 
accept their plan and begin 
plaza revitalization. “Let’s get 
something done,” she said. 

The Request for Qualifica- 
tions process may take four to 
six weeks, and in the meantime 
the current developers may pro- 
ceed to obtain the usual plan- 
ning approvals.

The New School Experience 


“For children going to school for the first time, contact the 
school and see if you can take a tour,” suggests Lawrence Balter, 
Ph.D., author of Who's In Control? Dr. Balter’s Guide To 
Discipline Without Combat. Walking the route to school or trav- 
eling the bus route can also ease nerves. 


Ease into the school routine. “Get the bath and bedtime sched- 
ule into place and adjust the TV viewing’ so that children don’t 
have so many routine changes at once,” Dr. Balter advises. 


Also, buy school supplies early and get your child’s room 
ready for a new school year. “If parents show enthusiasm about 
the new school year and include their children in the prepara- 
tion, it will help them get excited about it and make it easier on 
parents those first few days,” he concludes. 


Building Resiliency 


How do vou help a child who continually says things like, 
“{'m no good” or “I’m stupid’? Pessimism can turn into depres- 
sion, according to psychologist Martin Seligman, Ph.D., an 
expert on child resiliency from the University of Pennsylvania. 


You'can teach your child to think optimistically. Dr. Seligman 
suggests teaching children to challenge their belief that they are 
the cause of an adversity. For example, children who miss a goal 
in soccer and say, “I’m no good,” should be reminded that dur- 
ing the game many goals were missed, not only theirs. “By 
teaching children to question their negative beliefs about them- 
selves, you build their resiliency and increase their chances for 
success in school and in life,” he adds. 


School Phobia 


If your child doesn’t want to go to school, ask them why. 
Sharing your childhood experiences with them may help. 


Homework 


Never do a child’s homework, says psychologist Dee 
Shepherd-Look from California State University in Northridge. 
Parents can help teach children to help themselves by asking 
children questions which can lead them to the right answers. 


Distractions such as, television and friends playing outside 
need to be minimized. Some children need rewards other than 
good grades to get homework finished. Knowing your child is 
the best way to determine what motivates them. Using a point 
system that leads to special privileges such as a movie or a new 
computer game works for some children. Other children need 
instant rewards like free time or a special snack.

(NAPS)-Education in the United States is at a crossroads. Success 
or failure may depend on our ability to join together as partners to 
reform schooling to ensure success for all children now and in the 
future. 


A study undertaken by the United States Department of 
Education sought to find out how much parents, families and the 
community are involved in and contribute to schools, particularly 
for middle school students. Are there places with successful 
involvement? The study examined nine schools and school systems 
where this involvement was evident. Here are the common themes 
found in the nine locations: 


¢ Teachers and principals noted that the middle grades are much 
more than a simple transition from elementary to high school. 
More independence for students should not mean less family and 
community involvement. 


¢ The challenges of the middle grades create opportunities for 
family involvement. 


¢ Strong relationships form the core of family and community 
involvement. 


e Everyone should share the responsibility and decision-making. 


Home, school and community are the places where middle grade 
students learn and are actively involved. Each, including the stu- 
dent, must play a role in coordinating information and efforts so 
that important decisions are made well. 


e Leadership is a key factor. Middle grade principals and other 
school leaders set the tone for parent, family and community 
involvement. Community and business leaders also have major 
responsibilities in school decision-making and reform efforts. 


e Active partnerships between middle grade students and parents, 
families and communities require a system of supports to sustain 
them. 


* Successful partnerships were characterized by strong connec- 
tions from schools to help families nurture their children’s educa- 
tion and development.

° Use software as a wonderful tool to help your children grasp 
information in highly creative ways, making full use of aural, ver- 
bal, tactical and literacy skills. Education software should not be 
used as a substitute for one-on-one interaction between teacher and 
student or parent and child. 


¢ Be sure you have the right hardware to run the software you are 
interested in purchasing. Older equipment may not run some of the 
more recently developed software packages. 


¢ Work with parents and educators to develop a comprehensive 
technology plan for your school. Find out what resources are avail- 
able to you from federal, state and county agencies. Lobby these 
entities to ensure your school doesn’t miss out on resources and 
money available for software-based education.

Should Measure D 
remain binding? 
To the Editor: 


Tama friend and fan of Phyllis 
Lyon, but I take issue with her 
recent column about Albany’s 
Measure D and a proposal of city 
staff to ask voters to consider 
changes in the parking require- 
ments of this 20-year-old initia- 
tive. 

Many supporters of Measure 
D surely think, as do I, that it is 
a shame that the automobile 
drives land use decisions. But 
whatisit but the automobile that 
drives land use decisions when 
we seek refuge in a requirement 
for two off-street parking places 
per housing unit? Ms. Lyon be- 
moans “five-bedroom plastic pal- 
aces.” I think the problem lies 
morein the bigbox with the yawn- 


ing two-car suburban garage door 
and the paving of what is left of 
small yards to satisfy Measure D. 
A zoning law more focused on 
overall design and compatibility 
concerns and less encumbered by 
rigid parking restrictions would 
serve Ms. Lyon’s concerns far 
better than has Measure D. 

But Iam more troubled by her 
view that public officials should 
forever march blindly forward 
once voters have spoken on an 
issue about which their dander 
has been raised. Inherent in this 
view is the notion that the popu- 
lar will is static and unrespon- 
sive to changing conditions and 
demonstrable failings of past ac- 
tions. Perhaps Ms. Lyon is right, 
but I have hope that she is not. 

In any event invocation of the 
will of the people as expressed at 
elections past rings hollow as time 
passes and circumstances change. 
Measure D was adopted one year 
before I moved to Albany. Many 
others have come since 1978. Are 
we the voters to whom Ms. Lyon 
refers whose will must be forever 
preserved even though we had no 
voice in Measure D? As newcom- 
ers of fewer than 20 years, must 
we accept Measure D as perceived 
wisdom passed on from those who 
have lived here longer and re- 
member a small town ambience 
of days gone by? What about the 
many voters who have moved on? 
Must their will in 1978 forever 
bind those who now live here? 
And are those who have stayed 
since 1978 satisfied with the con- 
sequences of their action as they 
look down San Pablo Avenue or 
see the suburban garage door 
where a neighbor friendly front 
porch once stood? 

Some at City Hall wanted to 
ask those questions. But having 
spoken 20 years ago, Ms. Lyon 
seems to regard the matter as off 
limits. 

The initiative process can play 
important roles in our govern- 
mental and political processes. 
Simplistic, counterproductive 
answers to difficult problems 
should not be among them, and 
bad answers, whether given by 
legislative bodies or voters, should 
always be open to reconsidera- 
tion.

Plaza in great need 
of revitalization 


To the Editor: 


American Stores has the op- 
portunity to make a critical deci- 
sion which could either enhance 
the revitalization of a struggling 
community, or place in jeopardy 
the relationship of the commu- 
nity with Lucky Stores. 

El Cerrito has one principal 
shopping plaza which serves its 
residents and those of nearby 
communities. The Plaza’s excel- 
lent location enables shopping 
without having to travel to malls 
in other communities, and it is 
also conveniently served by bus 
and rail transportation. 

Unfortunately, over two years 
ago, the only department store in 
the Plaza was closed asa result of 
restructuring, even though that 
store (the Emporium) was quite 
successful. 

Asaresult, many ofthe smaller 
shops have also_had to close, and 


the Plaza is in great need of revi- 
talization. 

The citizens of E] Cerrito and 
neighboring communities have 
overwhelmingly expressed their 
desire to obtain a new depart- 
ment store for the Plaza by sign- 
ing a petition with a total of over 
9,200 signatures. 

The Gottschalks department 
store chain has responded favor- 
ably to this interest and has pub- 
licly declared that it is ready to 
establish a store in the El Cerrito 
Plaza. 

However, representatives of 
American Stores are proposing a 
plan that would require the city 
to purchase a savings and loan 
building which is adjacent to the 
Plaza, demolish it, build a park- 
ing structure and provide a “pad” 
for another building to house a 
new department store, ata cost of 
over $7 million to the city of El 
Cerrito. 

This is a financially untenable 
option for E] Cerrito. Nor is it 
required by Gottschalk’s, accord- 
ing to Mr. Joe Levy, chairman 
and CEO of Gottschalk’s. Ameri- 
can Stores’ alternative proposal 
to provide several smaller apparel 
and other shops of lesser quality 
is equally unacceptable. The ar- 
gument that “this works else- 
where” does not take into consid- 
eration that the demographics of 
El Cerrito and surrounding neigh- 
borhoods are not typical of other 
locations. 

It isin American Stores’ hands 
to change the direction of the re- 
vitalization of the El Cerrito 
Plaza, and thereby of the commu- 
nity, from a project dictated by 
developers to one which truly re- 
sponds to the wishes and needs of 
the community. The eyes of the 
entire San Francisco Bay Area 
will be upon the decision it makes, 
as evidenced by recent articles in 
the “San Francisco Chronicle,” 
“San Francisco Examiner,” and 
“Oakland Tnbune,” as well as nu- 
merous reports in the El Cerrito 
Joumal and the “West County 
Times.” 

In addition, the 30,000 family 
members of the Contra Costa In- 
terfaith Sponsoring Committee 
are willing to take whatever ac- 
tion is necessary to support the 
citizens of El Cerrito and their 
valid efforts to obtain a depart- 
ment store for the El Cerrito 
Plaza. Itis ourwish thata friendly 
relationship be maintained be- 
tween the community and Lucky 
Stores. It is obvious that El 
Cerritans have contributed to the 
profitability of Lucky’s, since 
there are two Lucky stores within 
the city limits and a third one 
being proposed. However, if 
American Stores becomes intran- 
sigent and puts its own interests 
above those of the community, 
there will be many citizens who 
will find other places to buy their 
groceries. 

We hope the latest proposal 
will reflect the desire to maintain 
a good relationship between 
Lucky Stores and Bay Area resi- 
dents, and to enable the commu- 
nity of El Cerrito to obtain a de- 
partment store for the El Cerrito 
Plaza quickly and without exor- 
bitant cost.

JACK LONDON: A LIFE 
By Alex Kershaw (St. Martin’s 
Press, 368 pages, $24.95)

Oakland residents can’t help 
but recognize the name Jack Lon- 
don. With a popular square, a 
statue and even a Klondike sod 
hut prominently 


Eventually he would visit 
many of those exotic countries he 
had read about, but the journey 
would be a difficult one. By the 
time he was 17 he had been an 
oyster pirate, a hobo “riding the 
rods,” and a boat-puller aboard a 
sealing vessel. 


The experiences aboard that

However, the extent of our 
knowledge about the man who 
was undoubtedly Oakland’s best- 
known author and who ranks as 
one of America’s most read writ- 
ers worldwide is questionable. 


Alex Kershaw has written a 
fascinating biography that fills 
in all the gaps and presents a 
portrait of a talented, complex 
man whose intense life ended 
much too soon. 


Bornin 1876, Jack London died 
in 1916, only 40 years old. And 
yet in that brief span he had ac- 
complished more than most writ- 
ers in twice the time. As Kershaw 
details: 


“In just 18 years he produced 
more than two hundred short sto- 
ries, four hundred nonfiction 
pieces, and twenty novels. His 
subjects ranged from alcoholism, 
revolution, eugenics and lunatic 
asylums to bullfighting, boxing 
and surfing. Hardly any aspect of 
the human condition escaped his 
attention.” 


As astounding as his literary 
output was, even more amazing 
is the life story of this self-taught 
writer who literally created him- 
self from the poorest of materi- 
als. 


London was born out of wed- 
lock to an unstable spiritualist 
mother, Flora Wellman, and a 
father who deserted mother and 
child. Fortunately, Flora soon 
married John London who gave 
the baby a name and a family. 
However, the family’s fortunes 
were always shaky as they moved 
around the Bay Area, finally set- 
tling in Oakland. 


By the time he was 14, Jack 
had to leave school to work in a 
canning factory to help support 
the family. He had already devel- 
oped a keen love of books fostered 
by the Oakland librarian, Ina 
Coolbrith, a respected poet in her 
own right. So even as he worked 
at a tedious job canning pickles, 
Jack’s imagination sparked by his 
reading took him to adventures 
in faraway places. 


prize for his story 
“Typhoon off the Coast of Japan” 
in a contest sponsored by a San 
Francisco paper. The first sen- 
tences of that descriptive sketch 
foretold the forceful style London 
would exhibit in future years. 


“Each mighty sea, all phos- 
phorescent and glowing with the 
tiny lights of the myriad 
animalculae, threatened to over- 
whelm us with a deluge of fire. 
Higher and higher, thinner and 
thinner, the crest grew as it be- 
gan to curve and overtop prepa- 
ratory to breaking, until with a 
roar it fell over bulkwards, amass 
of soft glowing light and tons of 
water which sent the sailors 
sprawling in all directions and 
left in each nook and cranny little 
specks of light that glowed and 
trembled till the next sea washed 
them away, depositing new ones 
in their places.” 


Author Kershaw follows 
London’s life as he undertook to 
make his living as a writer. The 
adventures he encountered dur- 
ing the Alaskan gold rush pro- 
vided the fodder for his first pub- 
lished book, “Son of the Wolf,” a 
collection of short stories. Pub- 
lished in 1900 the book firmly 
established London at age 24, not 
only as an author, but also as a 
man of adventure. It was a role 
that he would strive to maintain 
far the rest of his sort life. 


Kershaw is forthright in his 
portrayal of London. On the one 
hand he was a determined, disci- 
plined writer, who conscien- 
tiously wrote 1,000 words each 
day before noon. But he was also 
aman who had learned as a teen- 
ager to indulge himself in drink, 
food, sex and risky experiences. 
Early in life he had established a 
pattern of periods of gluttony fol- 
lowed by abstinence. 


In 1900 when “Son of the Wolf” 
was published, London married 
Bess Maddern, moved to Pied- 
mont, and within a few years fa- 
thered two daughters. However, 
as fond as he seems to have been 
of the girls, the lure of travel and 
parties with his friends was stron-

ger. By 1905 he divorced Bess 
and almost immediately married 
Charmian Kittredge, who was to 
remain his mate to the end of his 
life. The breach with his daugh- 
ters Joan and Bess would never 
be completely healed. 


London’s exploits as a Social- 
ist speaker (he ran for mayor of 
Oakland twice on that ticket), as 
areporter for the Hearst newspa- 
pers in the Russo-Japanese War, 
and as the captain ofan attempted 
round-the-world voyage are all 
evidence of a man determined to 
live life to its fullest. Even his 
final years spent creating a model 
ranch in the Valley of the Moon 
were driven by an obsession to 
build a home to suit his nature. 


But Kershaw never loses sight 
of the main reason why we are 
still interested in reading about

Jack London and reading his 
works. Kershaw claims that “al- 
most a century later, it (“The Call 
of the Wild’) is the most widely 
read American classic, having 
sold millions of copies.” About 
another London classic, “The Sea 
Wolf,” he says, “It has been filmed 
more times than any other Ameri- 
can novel...” 


In addition to his novels, 
London’s numerous short stories 
are still anthologized, especially 
“To Builda Fire,” a work Kershaw 
describes as “possibly the most 
widely read short story in all 
American fiction.” 


It would be hard to argue with 
Kershaw’s conclusion that what 
keeps Jack London alive “is the 
passion and energy with which 
he lived, and which still sustains 
his best prose.”

pay a premium for homes that are 
in move-in condition. As long as 
the fix-up costs aren’t unreason- 
able, you might be able to turn 
such a house around quickly and 
sell it for a profit. 

Price is key 


The key to making money on a 
fixer project is to buy it for the 
right price. This means that you 
must know the market well. If you 
pay too much going in, you could 
suffer a loss rather than enjoy a 
profit when you sell. 

You need to be an expert on 
local home values so that you can 
accurately project the approxi- 
mate value of the fixer property 
after it’s renovated. If you esti- 
mate too high a selling price and 
spend too much on the renova- 
tions, you could end up losing 
money on the project. 

Watch market 


There’s usually less risk of los- 
ing money in a rising market 
because market values in general 
are moving up. You’ll earn appre- 
ciation while you’re fixing up the 
property. But if the market turns 
down while you're renovating,

you could very well lose money 
when you sell. 

Part of buying at the right price 
is determining, before you go 
through with the purchase, how 
much the renovations will cost. If 
you miscalculate here, your profit 
will dwindle. 

Be sure to have the property 
carefully inspected as a condition 
of the purchase. This way you 
reduce the chance of having to 
pay to fix unanticipated property 
defects. 

Budgeting carefully and stay- 
ing within your budget is critical 
toasuccessful project. This means 
finishing the project on time. In 
addition to the costs of renova- 
tion, you'll have to pay for the 
mortgage, property taxes and 
hazard insurance until the prop- 
erty resells. The costs of carrying 
a project a few extra months due 
to unanticipated delays can eat 
into profits. 

If you have to cut corners to 
make the project financially 
worthwhile, it’s probably not 
worth doing. Most buyers have 
properties carefully inspected 
before they buy. They often re- 
quire that defective work be re- 
paired as a condition of the sale. 
This could put your project into 
the red.

If you have considered invest- 
ing in a new Roth IRA, selling 
stock or selling your home, you 
may want to capitalize on some 
new opportunities created by leg- 
islation recently signed into law 
by President Clinton. 

The Internal Revenue Service 
Restructuring and Reform Act of 
1998 the president signed July 
22 restructures the IRS and also 
contains several provisions of sig- 
nificance to investors.Many of 
these provisions clarify aspects 
of the Taxpayer Relief Act passed 
last year, which created the Roth 
IRA and changed capital gains 
tax rates. 

RothIRA. Someinvestors who 
have determined it would make 
sense for them to convert to a 
Roth IRA have been sitting on 
the sidelines afraid to make the 
conversion because they were not 
sure whether their adjusted gross 
incomes at the end of the year 
would exceed the $100,000 eligi- 
bility limit. 

They hesitated to act because 
it would have been likely that 
they would have had to pay in- 
come taxes and early-withdrawal 
penalties had they converted and 
later discovered that their ad- 
justed gross incomes were too 

high to permit the conversion.

New legislation puts 
money in your pocket 


Investors now have the right 
to correct conversions to a Roth 
IRA with no tax liability or pen- 
alty by April 15 of the following 
year when their adjusted gross 
incomes unexpectedly exceed the 
$100,000 cap. 

This is good news for individu- 
als who are paid on commissions 
and bonuses and find it difficult 
to estimate their annualincomes. 

Capital Gains. The new leg- 
islation changes the minimum 
length of time you must hold an 
investment to qualify for the most 
favorable capital-gains tax rates, 
reducing it from 18 months to 
only 12 months. 

For example, let’s say a client 
purchased shares of XYZ Corpo- 
ration in September 1997, Under 
the previous legislation, she was 
required to hold the XYZ stock 
until March 1999 (18 months) 
before she could qualify for rate 
lowest long-term capital gains 
rate. Under the new legislation, 
she only is required to hold the 
stock she bought in September 
1997 until October 1998 to get 
the lowest capital-gains rate pro- 
vided by the 12 month or longer 
holding period. 

These new long-term capital 
gains rates are retroactive and 
apply to assets held for more than 
one year and sold on or after Jan. 
1, 1998, 

Home Sales. Last year’s leg- 
islation allowed taxpayers to earn 
up to $250,000 (for a single indi- 


vidual) or $500,000 (for a mar- 
ried couple ) in profit on the sale 
of a residence without paying in- 
come taxes on the gain. The legis- 
lation mandated that the income- 
tax exclusion only applied to gains 
from the sale ofaresidence owned 
and used for more than two years. 


However, the new legislation 
now permits homeowners who 
own their homes for less than two 
years to qualify for a partial ex- 
emption from income taxes on 
the gain. 

The portion of the gain ex- 
cluded from income taxes is pro- 
rated based on the percentage of 
the two years in which the tax- 
payer has met both the owner- 
ship and use requirements. 


For example, a single indi- 
vidual who has owned and used a 
personal residence for one year 
now may exclude up to $125,000 
in gains from income tax (50 per- 
cent of the $250,000) exemption. 


Keeping up with the latest leg- 
islation concerning investments 
can truly be a daunting task. But 
the potential opportunities and 
profits created by these legisla- 
tive changes can make the all the 
extra work well worth the effort.

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Keep a watchful eye for 
loan discrimination 


Interest rates are at histori- 
cally low levels and people are 
rushing to refinance and pur- 
chase at incredible rates Not a 
problem I usually complain 
about. But, as the volume in- 
creases, the lenders are start- 
ing to cherry pick only those 
loans that meet the toughest 
guidelines and are declining the 
rest. 

For more that 30 years, the 
mortgage industry has been a 
target of laws seeking to elimi- 
nate discriminatory lending 
practices, The tough new guide- 
lines are supposed to be anti- 
discriminatory, however, there 
is still a long way to go before all 
individuals receive equal treat- 
ment. 

Today, consumers have more 
legal tools at their disposal to 
fight mortgage discrimination, 
but consumer awareness also is 
important when pursuing equal 
treatment. 


The hardest part of overcom- 
ing discrimination is recogniz- 
ing when it happens. It is one 
thing to have your loan declined 
for not meeting a particular 
lenders criteria for a specific 
loan product. 

It’s another to be unfairly 
treated for something totally out 
of your control. Often, it is less 
likely to be noticed by the aver- 
age consumer. Mortgage dis- 
crimination can be subtle. 

Identifying the forms of bias 
can takes a bit of research It is 
best to avoid lenders that you 
know may have a poor record in 
this area. But if you don’t know 
much about lenders’ policies, 
what should you watch for? 

In general, there are three 
types of mortgage discrimina- 
tion: 

1, Lenders who avoid borrow- 
ers based on age, race, color, 
religion, sex, national origin, 
disability or marital status.

2. Lenders who take advan- 
tage of people for the same rea- 
sons above by unfairly turning 
down a loan application. 

3. Predatory lenders who seek 
out the disadvantaged or inex- 
perienced and make loans with 
unfavorable features, such as 
an inflated rate. 

In the first case, the loan 
agent might attempt to dissuade 
a consumer from applying for a 
loan. An agent might make un- 
truthful statements about your 
ability to qualify for a loan or 
say a particular loan is not avail- 
able when it is. An agent may 
encourage you to go to another 
company or lender because they 
have a better program 

Agents might also purposely 
discourage selected customers 
by either ignoring them or be- 
ing less than helpful. A success- 
ful mortgage application often 
requires more than minimal co- 
operation from a loan agent. A 
good agent can smooth out the 
bumps and with good direction 
can overcome the many road- 
blocks that are typical of the 
process. 

Frequently, borrowers need 
exceptions made to lenders’ 
rules. It’s a judgement call that 
can be the deciding factor. With 


today’s very tight guidelines, not 
all borrowers fit into what I call 
the cookie cutter loan, especially 
the self-employed, retired, dis- 
abled and low income individu- 
als. (All known in the indust 

as the tough loans). : 


Without a doubt, there is 
much opportunity during loan 
processing to make or break a 
loan application. 

The third type of discrimina- 
tion involves special loan pric- 
ing - based on race, for example~. 
In this case unscrupulous lend- 
ers search out vulnerable indi- 
viduals and charge excessive 
rates that are not justified (on 
the basis of risk ) when com- 
pared to the going rate avail- 
able to other comparable con- 
sumers. The common targets are 
minorities, women and senior 
citizens. 

But, how does one avoid from 
being a victim of mortgage dis- 
crimination? If you can, start by 
avoiding organizations that are 
suspect. 

Get a list of institutions pub- 
lished each year by the Federal 
Reserve that documents rejec- 
tion and withdrawal rates for 
black and Hispanic applicants. 
Each lender is required to pro-

“How high should a picture be 
hung?” That’s one of the ques- 
tions I am asked most frequently. 

First of all, height is not the 
first consideration that should be 
made when hanging anything on 
the wall. What matters most 
when accessorizing a room is re- 
lationship. In fact, relationship 
is so important that I will be re- 
peating it again and again in my 
columns. 


Important criteria 


Ifthe picture you are planning 
to hang is the wrong size, the 
wrong color or the wrong subject 
for the spot youhave chosen, then 
height is insignificant. I find it 
difficult to choose which criteria 


is most important when hanging 
a picture, but if pushed, I would 
say subject, followed by color, fol- 
lowed by size. 

A cartoon, an Ansel Adams 
print ora Grandma Mosesisnever 
going to fit into a room furnished 
with Louis XIV tables and chairs. 
And a heavily gilded mirror will 
not complement a family room 
furnished in rattan or early 
American. 

And, yet, modern or abstract 
art blended with traditional fur- 
nishings can be stunning. Sub- 
jects can contrast as long as color 
and size are complementary. 

Yes, hanging art is a compli- 
cated subject and one that cannot 
be explained entirely in one col-

point you in the right direction. 
Eight quick tips 


1. Try to keep to one or two 
themes per room. Don’t try to mix 
still lifes, landscapes, portraits 
and abstracts, or Impressionism 
with Realism or Cubism. But you 
might have landscapes on one 
wall and portraits on another. 

2. The walls and colors in the 
furnishings should complement 
the colors in the picture. Don’t 
place a delicate pastel over a 
bright red plaid chair. 

3. Balance the weight of the 
picture with that of the furniture 
or shelf over which the picture is 
to be hung. A fine etching will 
probably look incongruous over a 
bold natural stone fireplace. 

4. Hang pictures over or next 
to something; pictures hanging 
over nothing look as if they are 
lost in space. 

5. When hanging a series of 
pictures, line them up. Staggered 
or “stair-stepped” pictures look 
dated, and in my opinion, corny! 
The effort expended in lining up 
pictures evenly is worthwhile. 
One notices the pictures, not the 
arrangement. 

6. Take the time to attach eyes 
and a wire to the back of pictures. 
The pictures will hang better. And 
be sure the wire doesn’t come too 
close to the top of the picture. 
Otherwise, the hook will show 
above the picture after it is hung.

7. Try hanging pictures 
asymetrically. If you have a long 
table and one vertical picture, 
the picture can still be hung over 
the table (assuming the subject 
and color relate) if the picture is 
hung to one side. On the other 
side of the table you may wish to 
place a lamp or large vase, or 
perhaps a pretty plant. 

8. Consider having a picture 
reframed if you love the picture 
but are having a difficult time 
finding the right spot for it. It 
could be the frame is too heavy or 
too light for the picture. How- 
ever, a picture should always be 
framed for itself, not for where 
you think it should be hung. In 
other words, don’t have a picture 
matted in a color to match your 
sofa when the matting you are 
choosing doesn’t complement the 
picture. 

And, finally, how high do you 
hang a picture if you've found the 
perfect spot for it? Arule of thumb 
is six to nine inches above or 
beside whatever piece you are 
hanging it. 

Can’t find art you love? Try 
renting art from the Oakland 
Museum of California or the Val- 
ley Art Center in Walnut Creek. 
Patronizing these types of galler- 
ies will help you learn more about 
art.

Renting 
a car in another state can be 
tricky . 

Make all your arrangements 
ahead of time, and get a copy of 
the rental agreement you will 
besigning. Every state has their 
own peculiar set of rules and 
not every state considers the 
“rental car coverage” to be in- 
surance. Be sure to check who 
can drive, and under what con- 
ditions. Ihave seen wording that 
would exclude any driver who 
has had any alcohol to drink. 

Using your credit card insur- 
ance coverage that is often ad- 
vertise for the rental car is good 
,so long as you realize that the

Insurance resources 


There are many other areas 
that could be examined, but ev- 
ery vacation is hopefully unique. 
Use the resources of your inde- 
pendent insurance person to 
help you through the thought 
process involved in the planning. 
They are trained to examine risk 
, and maybe they can sell your 
more insurance when you need 
it most. 

To check for travel warnings 
or information on crime in coun- 
tries you will be visiting, call 
the State Department in Wash- 
ington, D.C. at (202) 647-5225. 

Before leaving on your trip, 
know where you are going. Keep 
a list of important telephone 
numbers such as airport 
shuttles, hotel and rental car 
offices. Familiarize yourself 
with maps of your destination 
and if you are going on a driving 
trip, pre-plan the route. 


Budget your trip 


Plan how much money you 
intend to spend for food, trans- 
portation, lodging and enter- 
tainment. Avoid using cash— 
always use travelers’ checks or 
credit cards. During your trip, 
always stay alert. Walk confi- 
dently and walk or drive in safe 
areas.

If you plan to drive your own car,or are 
thinking of renting a vehicle for your 
vacation, be sure to take a moment to 
consider the insurance situation.

Check that hitch adjustment for summer’s travel seaso 


ROLLING HOMES

The summer travel season 
is upon us! Many RVers in 
the winter-season regions of 
the country are getting their 
trailers out of storage and 
clearing away the mothballs 
in readiness for camping 
adventures to come. If you 
have an old established tow 
vehicle and trailer setup or 
are breaking in new equip- 
ment, its always a good idea 
to do some hitch inspection 
and adjustment, as necessary, 
to help ensure a trouble-free 
towing season ahead. 

If you're still using the 
same tow rig and trailer 
lashup, a basic once-over of 
the machinery will probably 
suffice. But if you’ve changed 
either vehicle or perhaps are 
unsure about some handling 
or performance aspects of 
your setup, a closer inspec- 
tion of the hitch adjustment 
may be in order. 

First of all, get down on 
the ground and eyeball all 
the vital mounting points. 
Unplated bolts and holes 
drilled in the rig’s frame are 
subject to rust, as is the 
receiver assembly, most of 
which is not known for 
supreme anti-corrosion 
properties or paint jobs. Pay 
special attention to weld 
joints on the receiver, as these 
tend to rust very fast. Peer 
into the square cross- 
mounted receiver tube for 
signs of rust flakes or twist- 
ing that might indicate 
structural weakness. 

While you're down there, 
take along a wire brush, 
clean rag and a spray can of 
good quality black rust- 
resistant paint. Use the wire 
brush to knock off any loose 
rust, wipe the surfaces clean 
with the rag and give every- 
thing a shot of black to help 
deter additional rust and 
reinforce the existing paint. 

In the case of a fifth-wheel 
hitch, inspect the brackets 
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that would be optional on 
most subcompact models. 
These include air condition- 
ing, electronic tuning AM/ 
FM stereo cassette with four 
speakers, power steering and 
brakes, rear wiper/washer 
and defogger, rear rail/ 
spoiler, pull-out luggage 
shade, power windows and 
door locks with remote 
control, dual power remote 
control outside mirrors, 
tinted glass, power steering, 
cruise control, power-oper- 
ated sun roof, etc. 

Now all this would be 
worthless if the Esteem were 
a dog. It isn’t, we both found 
the quality to be excellent 
and if treated with normal 
maintenance should provide 
many miles of excellent 
service. 

We do not know who did 
the styling of the wagon but 
we found its appearance to 
be handsome — and we can’t 
say that about all the station 
wagons currently on the 
market, large and small. 

It sports a wedge-shaped 
front end with soft curved 
lines and sloped tailgate 
which provides a modern 
look. Extra styling features 
include integrated roof rails 
capable of carrying an extra 
100 pounds of cargo. 

Despite being a subcom- 
pact, the Esteem holds 61 
cubic feet of cargo with the 
rear seat folded down. 
Underneath the cargo floor at

The hitch assembly is well 
protected from road salts due 
to its position in the bed; all it 
may need is fresh lubricant to 
start the season right. 

Do the same kind of 
inspection on the trailer 
tongue, the hitch head, anti- 
sway device (if appropriate) 
and spring bars. Likewise, 
check the wiring for loose 
connections or frayed or 
worn spots. Have a helper do 
a once-over of the trailer 
brake and taillight functions 
now, as well as before each 
trip.

If you've changed trailers 
or tow rigs, you may not be 
able to simply plug in the 
hitch head, hook up the 
trailer and go. You may need 
to adjust the hitch head 
height, as well as the tension 
on the equalizing hitch 
spring bars. 

A fifth-wheel hitch is easy 
to adjust for proper height. 
The trailer gooseneck should 
simply ride high enough, like 
about six inches, above the 
bed rails so the truck and 
trailer can move without 
coming into contact.

DETROIT, Mich.— 
Chrysler will again hold the 
line on introductory prices of 
its 1999 cars and trucks. The 
number three domestic auto 
maker reported that it will 
raise stickers an average of 
$35 on its new lineup. 

This is about 0.1 percent 
and is the second straight 
year that Chrysler has held 
the line on prices. At last 
year’s introduction, 
Chrysler’s 1998 prices de- 
clined an average of $13 from 
its final 1997 prices. 

Automotive News re- 
ported that the auto maker 
tinkered with its prices a 
dozen times during the ‘98 
model year and its final 1998 
prices were $170, or 1.6 


percent, higher than at the 
end of the 1997 season. 

Chrysler announced that 
its minivan fleet are up 4130 
to $790, although the top 
Dodge Grand Caravan rises 
$1,565. The highest increase 
is $3,170 on the Chrysler 
Sebring Convertible. 

Prices are unchanged or 
reduced on-almost all of the 
popular Dodge Crew Cab 
and Quad Cab pickups. The 
auto maker said its average 
$35 increase is the result of 
federal emissions regula- 
tions. Otherwise, its 1999 
prices would be down an 
average of $19.

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Lincoln’s Town Car 
puts carmaker out 
front

You know those old 
sayings: “Old folks are set in 
their ways’ and “You can’t 
teach an old dog new tricks.” 
Forget them! Lincoln’s new 
Town Car sedan proves that 
senior citizens can adjust to 
something new — and love 
it! 

When the Town Car 
debuted the critics scoffed 
and said it would lose its 
owner base and that senior 
citizens would not like the 
sleek new styling and up- 
graded ride and handling. 
Wrong, the seniors loved the 
new Town Car and sales are 
up 37 percent at this writing. 

The Town Car’s success is 
a major reason that Lincoln 
Division of Ford Motor 
Company is leading its 
domestic competitor, Cadil- 
lac, in sales for the first time 
in history. The Town Car not 
only plays well with seniors 
it also dominates the livery 
trade with 80 percent of the 
limousine industry. 

Don’t expect baby boomers 
or Generation X to be rushing 
to buy this vehicle. It still 
appeals mostly to the Social 
Security set who also sport 
fat wallets. Styling of the new 
model is completely differ- 
ent, inside and out. 

It features basically the 
same bold grille that is 
similar to that on the Lincoln 
Navigator and Continental. 
Outside of the Town Car 
badge there is nothing to 
remind one of the stodgy 
predecessor. The old model

looked as if it was designed 
in a carriage factory, while 
the current Town Car is 
rounded and much more 
modern. 

It is still big! “Too darn 
big,” Marion, spouse and co- 
tester,’ chimed in. Marion is 
not overly enthusiastic about 
the car. She did admit that it 
was perfectly suited for 
freeways and long drives. 

A 4.6-liter single overhead 
cam V-8 engine provides 200 
horsepower and 265 pounds 
of torque in the Executive 
and Signature series vehicles. 
Buyers of the top-of-the-line 
Cartier series and the Signa- 
ture Touring sedan receive 
the same engine with dual 
exhaust which boosts 
horsepowser to 220 at 4500 
rpm and 275 ft/Ibs of torque 
at 3500. 

Our test car was the 
Cartier model and the engine 
coupled with an extremely 
smooth four-speed transmis- 
sion provided more than 
adequate performance. Town 
Cars are not street racers, but 
they have enough accelera- 
tion for safe entry onto busy 
freeways and passing situa- 
tions. 

Marion grudgingly admit- 
ted that performance “isn’t 
bad.” The test car averaged 
17.1 mpg in combined free- 
way and city driving. EPA 
figures are 17 mpg City and 
25 mpg on the road. 

Lincoln has re-engineered 
the full perimeter steel frame 
and body mounting to 
provide improved body 
isolation and reduced noise, 
vibration and harshness. 

Other handling improve-

ments is a new rear suspen- 
sion which improves front- 
end dive and lift performance 
during acceleration and 
braking. The steering system 
is much improved and 
provides good control. 

All the changes work as 
the passengers are provided 
an extremely quiet ride. The 
engineering also provides a 
smooth ride, but the Town 
Car provides an excellent 
compromise between a harsh 
and too soft a ride. It still 
isn’t a sports sedan, but the 
Town Car road manners are 
much improved. 

For those who demand an 
even stiffer ride there is an 


optional touring package 
incorporating new mon-tube 
shock absorbers for increased 
firmness and improved 
handling while still maintain- 
ing a supple ride. 

The test car did not include 
the option, but we recom- 
mend it highly. Large four- 
wheel disc brakes with ABS 
and power-assist are stan- 
dard equipment. 

Changes to the interior are 
excellent. The instrument 
panel features easily read 
analog gauges and a digital 
information center. 

Front passengers get a 40/ 
20/40 design providing two 
individual seats and fixed

In short, almost every 
possible map detail is shown 
on the DeLorme maps. And 
by looking closely at many of 
the semi-hidden or back- 
country lakes and streams, 
it’s possible to locate a lot of 
the symbols that indicate 
campsites.
